This year marks the 20th anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
Association of Preservation Tech- 
nology, a non-profit alliance of 
architects, crafters, museum cura- 
tors, archaeologists and other 
professionals active in preservation 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. The organization was 
founded by an international cadre of 
preservation pioneers. It grew in 
response to the burgeoning preser- 
vation movement, providing much 
needed technical support for both 
museum-quality restoration work 
and innovative adaptive re-use 
projects. 

APT holds an annual meeting alter- 
natively in the U.S. and Canada to 
provide a forum for preservation pro- 
fessionals to discuss the latest tech- 
nology and to debate preservation 
philosophy. This year the meeting 
will be held in Boston on October 5-8 
and 500 preservation professionals 
are expected. Pre-conference train- 
ing courses will focus on preservation 
of historic landscapes, documenta- 
tion and assessment techniques and 
preservation technology of paints 
and coatings. Conference technical 
sessions will present 45 papers on 
three themes; Preservation Technol- 
ogy, the Preservation Profession and 
Preservation’s Challenge.

Bay View Earns 
Landmark Status 


The picturesque cottages and other 
classic buildings that make up the Bay 
View complex represent a uniquely 
American building experience. The 
Bay View Association was formed in 
1876 as part of the Methodist camp 
movement. A similar encampment 
had been formed two years earlier in 
Chautauqua, New York. 

The Chautauqua Institute provid- 
ed a model for the Bay View Associa- 
tion and other-such centers devoted 
to the arts and intellectual and cultu- 
ral growth. It began as a center for 
the study of the Bible and the training 
of Sunday-school teachers and still 
functions as a cultural vacation 
retreat. 


Located ona forested hillside at the 
southeastern end of Little Traverse 
Bay, Bay View is all ready listed on 
the National Registrar of Historic 
Places. The landmark designation is 
expected to give the quaint settle- 
ment even broader recognition, since 
it is one of only 15 such places in 
Michigan and 1,820 nationwide. 

The official presentation of the 
plaque will be at 8:30 p.m. on Satur- 
day, July 9th. William Penn Mott, 
director of the National Parks Service 
is the keynote speaker. The program 
will also include a performance of an 
original musical composition for 
organ, chamber orchestra and four 
soloists that was composed by Dr. 
Tom Robin Harris, Bay View orga- 
nist and Associate Professor of Music 


at Augustana College in Illinois. Con- 
tact Jane Doerr at 313-626-0121 for 
information.

Whitney Young 
Award 


Habitat for Humanity has been 
named the 1988 recipient of the AIA's 
Whitney M. Young Jr. Citation and a 
number of Michigan architects are 
involved in this program. The award 
is named in honor of the late civil 
rights leader and head of the Urban 
League who challenged architects in 
1968 to respond to contemporary 
social issues. 

Habitat was founded 12 years ago 
by one time millionaire Millard Fuller. 
As a non-profit organization volun- 
teer workers, prospective home- 
owners and donated materials are 
used to build or rehabilitate homes 
for needy families. Mortgage pay- 
ments, averaging $180 per month are 
channeled back into funds for other 
new homes. The work is supported 
by donations, grants and no interest 
loans. 

There are ten projects in Michigan; 
Grand Rapids, Grand Traverse, 
Metro Detroit, Niles-Buchanan, 
Lansing, Kalamazoo Valley, Lake 
County, Muskegon County, Saginaw 
and Wexford. Stephen Osborn, AIA 
of East Lansing and Ellen Olson 
Schippert, AIA Associate Member 
are both active in the movement. 
They believe that architects can help 
play a role in this effort to create 
decent affordable homes for families 
in need by contributing their knowl- 
edge of house design, site selection, 
the construction industry, building 
materials and real estate. It is also 
possible for architects to gain some 
hands-on building experience as a 
volunteer builder.

SB 478 Explained 


In 1985, the Legislature rewrote 
the statutes of limitations and repose 
regarding architects, engineers, and 
contractors. 


At that time the Legislature said, 
“No person may maintain any action 
.. against any state licensed archi- 
tect or professional engineer . . . or 
against any contractor... more 
than six years after ... occupancy 
.. . use, or acceptance of the improve- 
ment or one year after the defect is 
discovered or should have been dis- 
covered. However, no such action 
shall be maintained more than ten 
years after the . . . occupancy, use or 
acceptance." 

Two subsequent Court of Appeals 
decisions have greatly muddied the 
waters by saying, in effect, that the 
Legislatures did not really mean the 
statute to apply to all actions against 
architects, engineers, and contrac- 
tors (even though the statute itself 
says "any" !). The courts said that the 
Legislature intended the statutes to 
apply only to actions brought by third 
parties against an architect, profes- 
sional engineer or contractor. Thus, 
third parties might be barred from 
suing beyond the statute's deadlines, 
but not non-third parties. 

SB 478 was introduced by Sen 
Rudy Nichols (R-Waterford) at the 
request of the Consulting Engineers 
Council and MSA. SB 478 sought to 
restore and make clear what design 
professionals believe was the clear 
original legislative intent behind the 
1985 rewrite of the statutes, that is, 
that any action (i.e., all suits) against 
architects are subject to the time lim- 
its contained in MCLA 600.5839. 

This bill passed the Michigan 
Senate and House in April and will 
soon become law. It should be a sub- 
stantial help in limiting claims against 
design professionals. 

We have Dennis Cawthorne to 
thank for the above clarification of 
SB 478. Last month the Bulletin pub- 
lished the bill without any further 
information and many members 
called for details. We will report the 
news when (if) the Governor signs 
the bill into law. When signed, the 
effective date will be July 1 of this 
year.

At their meeting on April 8, 1988, 
the MSA Board of Directors decided 
to request the membership toact ona 
proposal to amend the MSA Bylaws 
to move the election of the MSA 
board officers from the board organi- 
zational meeting held at the end of 
November (or beginning of Decem- 
ber), to the board meeting held at the 
MidSummer Conference in August.
